al Divisions Tending; to Po- 
litical Disunion. 

The union of thesfc States it, it may be presum- 
ed, something mor*f than a mere political union, 
or a union baaed upon the material interests ot 
dollars and cenu, commerce and trade. These, 
indeed, powerfully contribute to make one great 
nation of many individual States, but without the 
influences and operations of a commmon religious 
feeling, we fear our unity would be, in some re- 
spects, but an ordinary business partnership, to be 
dissolved at any time, on due notice, by mutual 
consent, it is the benign and gentle influences 
of Christianity — influences silent and unseen, 
amidst the warring of men's passions, and the 
bitter contentions of partisan warfare and section- 
al strife, which really and truly bind us together 
in common brotherhood. In this country, it is 
true, we have uo established Church, but, God 
be th inked, split up as we may be in a hundred 
different sects, we have an Established Religion— 
and a common Bible. All the incalculatious of 
that Bible, it is superfluous to say, are peculiarly 
favorable to the unity and harmony ol such ana 
tion and such a people as ours. "Love one anoth 
er," is an injunction scattered all over its inspired 
pages and it is only by a dutiful observance ol 
the high obligation's which the Divine law iinpos 
es upon us, nationally and individually, that W* 
can hope to apply, with truth, to our social and po- 
litical Union, the words of the sweet singer of Is 
rael: — "Behold how good a thing it is for breth 
ren to dwell together in unity." Unity! That is 
the word The unity of a great people in the 
bonds of a common brotherhood ! — a vastt Rebub 
lie. yet a confraternity of Slates. Its foundations 
— Religion and Virtue: iu pillars— Justice aud 
Truth to all men 

The early fathers of the Republic were God 
fearing as well as tyrant hating men. While fight 
ing for freedom and independence, they never 
forgot that "God reigneth " They never thought 
about fighting one another, as some of their de 
» i t, .mas do, "on Christian principles." Prcsbv 
terians North uever dreamed of drawing their 
sword on Presbyterians South. The New England 
Puritan could march shoulder to shoulder in the 
pood cause with the cavalier of Virginia and the 
Carolinas. There was, relatively and proportion 
ately, a good desl more slavery in the Colonies 
then than there is in the States now— but who ever 
thought of subordinating his Presbyteriauism or 
his Methodism to considerations that had only to 
do with that or any other condition of human soci- 
ety. 

But the purer days of the Republic have passed 
away, and a new order of things, and a new order 
ol men have succeeded. One set ol "Christians" 
come together at Cleveland, not to "love" but 
to "hate one another." Their Scripture read 
ing and practice are — "Behold how good a thing 
it is brethren, to dwell together," not in un ty, 
but in heartburnings and strifes — in party con 
tentious, and personal revilings— in sectional 
strife, aid political excitement-. This draws off. 
or drives off another set who, thereupon, at Rich 
mond, resolve to have nothing more to do with a 
sort of Christianity which holds political agita 
tion, and the things of this world, paramount to 
the religion of the Scriptures, as they understand 
them. The debates which distinguished these 
unhappy divisions, in their respective assemblies 
at Cleveland, last Winter, and at Richmond last 
week, were brimful of envy, hatred, and malice; 
and the result 01 it all is, that the New School 
Presbyterian split, like the geographical at- para 
lion of the Methodists some years since, now con 
tributes it- due share ol that ecclesiastical or re 
ligious disunion, which is to prepare the way— if 
demagogues ami fanatics have their way — lor 
the ultimate dissolution of our federal political 
Union The Richmond seeeders, it is true, look 
to a re-union with the Old School brethren, North, 
to make up for the loss of the Cleveland Aboli- 
tion brethren, but when the time comes for the 
overture, we fear that the Northern Old School 
men will be found quite as sectional, and quite as 
repugnant to affiliation with "slaveholders" as 
the New School anti slaveryitet are — so that the 
New School Presbyteriauism, on the other sideot 
the Potomac, may as well make up its mind, first 
as last, to get on "without any son. of aid and com- 
fort from the North. At all events — such are the 
signs of the time* 

But this not all. The same electric flash that 
tell? .... that the Southern Presbyterians have re- 
vived to cut loose from the abolitionised Pres- 
byterian Church North, announces that the Bap 
list Central Association of Georgia, a very re- 
spectable and influential body of Christians there 
in view of the infusion of abolitionism into the 
American Tract Society, North, reccommend the 
withholding of patronage from that Society; also, 
lo raise no more funds for Northern Colporteurs, in 
an$ way connected with that organization, until it 
go btck to iu original situation on the subject of 
slavery. The Baptist, Presbyterian, and Metho- 
dist Churches — numerically the three most pow- 
erful bodies of Christians in the United States — 
are now divided, not on Christian, but on geo 
graphical and sectional principles. Henceforth, 
the Gospel is to be preached— on either side of 
Mason and Dixon — not according to Mathew, 
Mark, Luke, or John, but according to Sambo 
and Pompey, on the one hand, and Sharpc's Ri- 
fles and Bleeding Kansas, on the* other. 

If the Hindoos, or the Polynesians, or the Bur 
me.se, whose spiritual interests cost us some mil- 
lions annually, were to be transported to the 
United Stales, and see "how these Christians love 
one another," we may reasonably conclude that 
the baibarians would go home convinced thai 
they ought lo go somewhere else to discover that 
"peace on earth and good will 10 men," which 
his Baptist or Presbyterian Missionary had been 
tH along telling him was so beautilullv exempli- 
fied by Christians at home.

Another Bnnk Suspension.— Closing of 
the Doors of the Citizens* Bank— Illness 
of Wesley Smead. 

Our city was somewhat startled from iu regu 
lar prosperity this morning, with the knowledge 
that the Citizens' Bank had suspended, and closed 
iu doors, at least for the present. This event was 
not altogether unexpected; at least by the know 
ing ones it was predicted some days since, and 
on Saturday it almost became to be an acknowl- 
edged fact in the prospective. Hence business 
men, and those who pretend to keep at all posted 
in regard to financial matters, were but little 
astonished that the Citizens' Bank failed to 
open iu doors this morning when bank hour ar- 
rived. 

But not to the small depositors of this bank 
came the intelligence of its suspension, without 
creating excitement. They had given due notice 
of their intention to withdraw their funds, ami 
now only awaiting the completion of the thirty 
days, when they could again be master of their 
own, and retain their money in their own keep- 
ing, which in these troublesome times they 
deemed far safer than to have it iu hank vaults, 
and behind bank doors, the opening of which was 
a matter to be hoped for, but the closing now to 
be feared. 

When it was really known that the Bank hail 
suspended, a crowd soon collected about the 
bank, which is situated on Main, just below 
Fourth. Mayor Thomas had early information, 
and Hoon gave his instructions to the Chief of 
Police, who lost no time in having almost the 
complete force in the vicinity, he himself in 
command. These precautionary measures pre- 
vented all disturbance, which it was thought bv 
many would ensue upon the closing ot this 
house, patronized as it was by the poorer classes ol 
commuuiiv, who could illy affoid to lose their 
small deposiu. 

The Bank issued the following card, which was 
printed in both German and English: 

"Citizens' Bank. — The unprecedented de- 
rangement of credit and monetary affairs conse- 
quent upon the failure of the Ohio Life Insur- 
ance and Trust Company, in which a large amount 
of the ready funds of "the undesigned were de- 
posited, coupled with the illness of the senior 
member of our house, of a nature which precludes 
his co-operation in this painful crisis, have com 
pelled them to suspend fur the present the opera- 
tions of their business. 

They will, at the earliest period, proceed to an 
adjustment and liquidation of all demands again-t 
them, und they assure their customers of their en 
tire ability to piy all their indebtedness. A state- 
ment ol assets and liabilities will be prepared. All 
collection notes will be returned win n called for. 
aud those depositots whose balances have increas- 
ed since the 25th of August, can withdraw the 

' ereU °SMEAD, COLLORD Sl HUGHES." 

In accordance with this notice, we find upon 
vi-dting the Bank this morning, that depositors 
since the 24th (the day on which the Trust Co., 
suspended,) and those who had collection notes, 
were let into the Bank one at a time, and their 
money and notes returned. 

We have heard the Bank's assets estimated at 
fl.10il.nn0; while its liabilities were placed at 
f6 MI,OQ0. We suppose an official exhibition will 
lie made in a day or two. It is -tated that Mr. 
Wesley Smead, the senior partner, has depart 
ed for Br attleboro,' Vt., with a view of trting 
the springs *t that locality. It is believed by 
many that this individual's intellect has become 
deranged, and so publicly stated. Of course, we 
have no knowledge as to the correctness of the 
sutement. 

We cau but trust that the bank will speedily re 
deem their promise to liquidate all demands 
against them; meanwhile let there be no un- 
due excitement, for there can be nothing gaiu- 
ed in violent outbreak, or forcibf 
tions.

She had lived in four or five of the most respecta 
ble families in the city, all of whom, as we learn, 
speak well of her. She was an attendant, aud we 
believe a communicaut in St Paul's (Episcopal) 
Church, of which the Rev. Mr. Liltlejohn is Rec- 
tor. When Connolly offered her his hand, it was 
accepted with certain conditions. She was to be 
left undisturbed in her Protests t religion, and 
to be married by a ProtesUnt Clergyman; but 
was willing, if it pleased her "intended," to 
be man ied also by a Catholic Clergyman 

Matters being thus understood, Connolly came 
on from the South, where he is loreman of his. 
shop, to raarrv his Mart and Like her back with 
him. Iu all simplicity, they invited their brides 
maids and groomsmen to accompany them, not 
dreamiug ol the troubles in store for" them. All 
things) being ready, the company started, a few 
eveuings since, lor the hou-.e of the Rev. .Mr. Lit 
tlejohtt. Uufortunately, he happened not to be 
at home, and they drove on to the residence ol 
the Catholic priest, iu Church street, intending, 
after the Ceremony there, to return to Mr. Lit 
tlejohu's residence. While iu the presence of the 
Romish Priest, he asked the worn in if she belong 
ed to his Church? — and she said "No!" — that she 
"was a Protestaut." He then inquired if she did 
not intend to adopt the reli-ion of her husband, 
and go to his Church?" She answered that she 
• did uot." He then asked il she "did not intend 
to bring her children to his Church far htfsjMa, 
and allow them lobe brought up iu tint faith?" 
She said she "had no child en aud might not have, 
and if she did, she could make no pledges on that 
subject." Upon which the Priest brought his 
hand with great force upon his book and said 
roughly — "Connolly — why don't you put away 
this woman aud get one of your own Church.

The bride and groom then turned to 
depart, followed by one of their male friends, the 
only one that was uot afraid of his soul's salva 
tion under the ire ot his ghostly father. As this 
friend suited to go, the Priest said to him rough 

ly, "R , where are you going?" He quietly 

anwsered, "going home"— when, without waiting 
for any farther catechising, he followed the bride 
and groom into their coach, and they rode back 
to the Rev. Mr. Liltlejohn, who joined them to 
gether in holy matrimony, with as manv riveu as 
the ••Holy Father" in Church street could have put 
in. Of this, we believe the parties most interested 
are satisfied. 

The affair has created a g->od deal of smothered 
indignation among the better class of Catholics, 
and it is quite p obable that it will be the means 

of making a "heretic" for life of Connolly it cer 

tainly will, if his wife is as faithful towards him 
as we think she will be, in showing him the dif- 
ference between the first Christian Church, and 
this one which grew up at Rome some centuries 
afterwards.

1T*It is not frequently that we have met »ith 
arjv thing of which to approve in the policy ol 
J'»hn Tyler, and it therefore gives u» all the more 
pleasure occasional!) to recur to some acts of in- 
administration and subsequent career which stand 
out in bold reliel from the course generally pur 
sued by him. One ot the acts of his administra 
tion of which we have always most cordially ap 
proved, and which at that tini- met, and no* 
meets the approbation of all right thinking men. 
is the "Ashburton treaty." providing for the sus 
taiuing of a fleet of eighty guns on the Coast ol 
Africa for ttV purpose of suppressing the slave 
trade. This treaty wa* denounced in the lau 
Southern Commercial Convention at Knoxville, 
which decided to m« moralize Congress lor thi 
repeal of *** much ot the aforesaid treat* as pro- 
vided for the maintenance of the said fleet for th« 
suppression of this traffic— so abominable in the 
sight of Christian people. The Convcntioi 
founded its argument* for the repeal of this por- 
tion of the treat* upon the assumption that the 
existence of s»<-h h contract could not be other, 
wise regarded than as a gratuitous insult Ma 
courtesy to the Southern States The grouuo- 
upon which the objection was urged is far from 
tenable, as the Southern members of Congres- 
voieu unanimously to declare the «i;u<- trade ai 
act of piracy, and to punish all persons engageti 
in it as pirates. The Southern people have al 
ways been opposed to the traffic, and the slavt 
State of Virginia was the first colony, many year> 
before the war of Independence, to petition Great 
Britian tor its suppression. If the traffic is to b. 
looked upon as an act of piracy it is prefcrabl. 
that our own Government should be prepared U, 
punish those of her citiz-ns engaging in it. than 
to leave them to the mercies of Great Britain 
We regml the object of the memorialists as an 
endeavor to bring about the renewal of the i-lave 
trade, and hope that if will be frowned upon b) 
alt jrood men. It is a matter of congratula'ioi 
to the South that Mr. Tvler has thus come prompt 
ly lot »anl to defend his administration from tht 
is«ault made upon it. Is it too much to expect 
that other gentlemen 01 outing prominent posi 
lions in the dominant party will in like mannei 
risk some of their personal popularity by em 
phaticai!) rebuking the hair brained madness 01 
these Southern fanatics I Below we give the let 
ter, which will be an interest ing one to men ol 
all partie* in Kentucky: 

From U»e Richmond Enquirer of Sep., 4. 
.Mr. Tyler's Litter. 
Messrs. Editors: Although I have observe'! 
profound silence in regard to all public politica 
■MMtaM since the cl >m- of my official residence 
nr Washington, yet it seems to me to \f not onlv 
proper, but in pome measure required of me to 
vindicate an act ol my Administration, for which 
posterity will hold me accountable, against a 
pub!i< utack made upon it. Such an occasion 
ha- oce.irred in the published debates of the re 
cent Commercial Cou* ention at Knoxv ille, where 
in | member is stated to have declared the pro 
vision in the treaty ot Washington, stipulating 
on the part of the United States for the mainte 
tyince of a fleet of eighty guns for the suppres 
sion of the slave trade under the American fHg, 
wa- an Ml of discourtesy and insult to the South, 
■jj ■ HtMW for its abrorrav The declaration 
Utu- made seems to have met with the counte- 
nance of a large majority of the Convention in 
the final vole upon the subject. 

I propose to do no more, Messrs Editors, than 
revive with the public a recollection of the inci 
dent^ which led to the incorporation of that pro- 
vision in the treaty; and, having done s i, I shall 
be content to leave the matter to the arbitrament 
of the proper tribunal. 

1 shall, however, be permitted to observe tint 
the remarks reported to have fallen from mem 
ber-*ol the Convention, in debating the main sub- 
ject, are so entirely variant from the popular sen 
timeu'. entertained throughout the Southern 
States, as I believe, in 1-4'.'. as to occasiou me 
no little surprise. Who. in 1842, even dreamed 
that there would be, as early as 1H57, a proposi- 
tion seriously made to revive the slave trade? I 
certainly entertained no such idea; nor did, I am 
quite sure, any one of the able and patriotic 
statesmen who were my constitutional advisers. 
I reallv thought, and often declared, that the 
Southern States were more opposed to the slave 
trade than any other portiou of our people. They 
had voted with singular unanimity for the act ol 
Congress which declared that all citizens of the 
United States engaging in that trade should be 
regarded, and if convicted, puni-hed as pirates. 
How it happens, then, that a provision introduc 
ed into a treaty to enforce a law for which the 
South had voted can be rightfully regarded as an 
t say passes mv com 
an idea never entered 

into my head or heart 

My principal desire, however, is to call the at 
lentiou of the country, in brief, to the facts as 
thev existed immediately antecedent to the treaty 
of Washington. The Biiti-h Government had in 
si.-tcd upon the right, in virtue of various treatie- 
with other nations, to visit ships on the coast of 
Africa, sailing under the American flag, for the 
purpose of ascertaining the true nationality of the 
ship-. England had even ventured to put their 
claim into practice. This called lorth sttong re- 
monstrances from Mr. Stevenson, who wa9 then 
our minister at London, and a most able argument 
in pamphlet form appeared soon after, from the pen 
of Gen. Cabs, who wa« our minister at Paris. The 
conduct of our representatives at London and 
Paris in this particular wa* fully approved by the 
Administration, and in my annual message to 
Congress. I took decided ground against the claim 
preferred bv Great Britain, and made the occa 
sion to say that as the United States Government 
was the first to declare the slave trade to be pi 
racv so far as the citizens ol the United States 
were concerned, so it was fully able to enforce 
its own laws without the aid of British cruis 

ers. . r 

Thus the two Governments remained tor a 
time antagonized on the question. Great Britain 
urged that she meant no insults to the American 
flag but that it was impossible, without a visit to 
the ship, to ascertain whether she belonged to the 
nation whose flag she bore, or had assumed that 
fiae merelv to deceive, thus seeking immunity 
under the American flag, when the v«wl. offi- 
cers and crew, might be French. PortOXuese. or 
«oanish, or of some other nation, iwtent on the 
•lave trade, whose treaty engagements had gi ven 
to Great Britain the right of vl»it and search — 
Great Britain also urged oo our Government, 
as a consideration for quieaeence on our part in 
the matter, that if the ve**el visited should turn

I have nothing to do with what the Govern 
meat or the country may deem it proper to do in 
regard to that stipulation, but this I will venture 
to say. that, repeal when it pleases that provision 
of the treaty, it will still fiud it necessary, lor the 
enforcement of the laws of the United States, as 
well as for the protection of the traffic of mcr 
chant vessels on that coast — a traffic every year 
increasing in value, and destined in the end to be 
of vast magnitude — to maintain a fleet of at least 
eighty guns on the coast of Africa. It might be 
worthy of consideration by the next Commercial 
Convention whether, before they advise the can- 
celling of the provision in question, and denounce 
it as an insuit to the South, they should not tarsi 
repeal the law relative to piracy in regard to the

Tlie batch 
of witnesses so noislessly hunted up and trail 

• hipped from here, were also our teilow citizen. 
>r tellow countrymen, uulortuu ilely, and thii- 
our town and we, in some sense, are personal I \ 
i-lcrcsted in the tiial. We, however, will noi 
ulerlere further than is necessary to do justici 

to ourselves and discharge a duty we owe to our 
.ellow .itizens of Memphis. We write to vou to 
jcar our testimony agaiust the witnesses latelt 
Hired here by the agents of the prisoner to vi.-ii 
iOur city and swear in your courts. The tnojuri 
ty ol them are vagibonds of well established Btk* 
characters, w hom no judge or jury here woulu 
credit lor a moment. The impossibility that RBBJ 
should kuow anything about the case, the secret- v 
w ith which they lelt here.aud their own abomina- 
ble characters, h ive in-pired our whole comiiiu 
uity with the belief that they have made this to 
ray upon your city for some dishouest purpose. — 
For a day or two past, "Bolton's witae.-ses"' h u « 
been the laughter of the w hole town — everybody 
concurring that ••Thomson," the ageut who had 
"procured" them, had deserved well of this city 
in taking such a crew of jail -birds away from 
here, provided onlv he would keep them awav. 
and stay away with tttem himself. We regard it as 
a singular occurrence that nobody here should be 
in no-session of any facts tending to the detri 
uieut of the unfortunate deceased, or the ad van 
tage of his slayer, but a rabble of w itnesses that 
would have disgraced FallstafTs company. We 
believe this singularity was not accidental, but 
resulted from the congenial taste of the procur 
er and the necessities of the defense. We have 
felt it our duty to apprise you of the standing ol 
this formidable corps— whose names are already 
in your possession. 

VYe do not desire that any injustice shall be 
done the man-layer — we hope his cause will be 
palieuilv heard and fairly decided. If this act 
was excusable we are confident he will be releas 
ed; if, however, it w as cowardly, cruel, and mali

Elder Samuel Richards, of Utah, arrived hi 
New York on Thursday eveniug, after the re 
markably short trip of tweuiy eight days from 
Great Salt Lake City. He brings dates from 
Uuh to the 13th of August. He left Salt Lak. 

The haivesi 
iu Utah this season had been remarkably abun 
dant All the crops have yielded in larget 
measure than lor some years previously.

"To the agriculturist this is, undoubtedly, the most 
valuable patent thai has been issued for many years, ll 
is intended for sowing broadcast, coveriug and harrow- 
ing at the same lime, for sowing in drills aud also for 
planting in hills, and will accomplish either object as 
well as could possibly be doue by hand. The grain is 
placed in cylinders, which are made to revolve with the 
motion of the wheels of the cart. As the holder* rotate 
the grain passes out through the screens to the ground. 
I i.e seed are evenly distributed and the machiue may 
lie regulated to sow any given amount lo the acre with 
perfect accuracy . The grain is covered by the revolving 
harrow, which receiv -sits motion from the cart wheels. 
This harrow revolves with great rapidity in the opposite 
direction from its forward motiou, thus harrowing 
up the ground iustead of mailing il down, and 
teariuglo pieces any stubble, sods and inauuie, and 
leaving them behind iustead of drawiug them together 
in bunches as w ith the common harrow. The holders 
can easily be taken off, and the revolving harrow used 
tor mellowing and preparing the ground, which can be 
accomplished wilb il much more rapidly aud efficiently 
than with a harrow constructed on any other plan. 

••l-'or sowing in drills the harrow is taken of and the 
guides, as seen in the engraving ou the inclined board, 
are changed so as to make the seeds drop into the drills 
prepared by furrowers, attached just ahead of the board. 
A coverer for each furrow is attached Just behiud, con- 
structed so as to hoe the light dirt on lo the furrow, and 
compressing it upou the seeds. 

"The arrangement is the same lor planting in hills, 
excepting that the guides are changed so as to drop the 
seeds Into hills, llcau be regulated to drop any num- 
ber of grains in each hill, lo make the hills any distance 
apart, aud to coverlo any depth that may be required. 
The attachment forplanliug and covering is very simple, 
aud so ingeniously arranged as lo preveul the lumps 
and steues from being thrown upou the grain, while it 
compresses the dirt upon the seeds much better than 
could be done with either hoe or roller. 

"Another very valuable feature about Ibis machine is 
an attachment for preparing cotton seed , consisting ol' 
an extra cylinder in which the seed is placed, made to 
revolve by the motion of the wheels ui the saiue man- 
ner as the oilier.
